Typhoon Kills More Than 90 In 
Hong Kong; Many Boats Sunk

HONG KONG (AP) — Ty­ 
phoon Rose killed more than 90 
persons in Hong Kong and sur­ 
rounding waters today when it 
hit the British colony head-on 
with 130-mile an hour winds 
and 12 inches of rain.

The Fatshan had discharged 
its passengers after a run from 
Macao 24 hours before. Survi­ 
vors said the ship broke from 
its moorings during the storm, 
and the captain tried to shelter 
in the lee of outlying Lantao Is­ 
land, but the 130 mph winds 
turned it over. 
The 8,000-ton U.S. Navy ship 
Regulus was driven aground on 
Kaui Chai, another outlying is­ 
land, and the Navy said one of 
her 270 crewmen got some bro­ 
ken ribs and five others had 
minor injuries.

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THEY’LL HAVE TO LEARN, TOO 


Ever since President Nixon’s stunning 
announcement of his plans to visit Red 
China, various experts, both real and 
fancied, 
have 
been cautioning 
that 
Americans are going to have to learn 
more about dealing with the inscrutable 
Orient. 
Now there’s certainly nothing wrong 
with learning as much as possible about 
those you’re planning to deal with — be­ 
fore the dealing begins. But we submit 
th at it’s a two-way street. If the Red 
Chinese want to do business with Ameri­ 
cans, they’re going to have to learn a few 
things about the inscrutable Occident. 
Perhaps one immediate chore for them 
is to devise a suitable ideograph for a 
new idea called “consumerism.” 
It happens that most of the first ship­ 
m ent of foodstuffs from Red China to 
the United States in more than 20 years 
was detained by the U. S. Food and Drug 
Administration. 
Why? Faulty labeling. 
Among items detained were cans of 
chrysanthemum tea, whose labels claim­ 
ed therapeutic effects as a “sedative, eye* 
brigh tener, 
liver-soother, 
anti-inflam­ 
m atory and heat reliever.” Cans of vege­ 
table soup claimed to be “for strengthen­ 
ing the stomach and expelling rheuma­ 
tism .” 
It was a small shipment, only about 
two tons of food worth $3,500. But if the 
Chinese want to expand the trade, they 
may as well learn about our peculiarities 
from the beginning. Either they substan­ 
tiate these claims in the future or change 
the labels. 
It's kind of funny, though. Here was a 
capitalist government, which we all know 
is devoted to exploiting the common per­ 
son, seizing “improperly-labeled” goods 
manufactured in a Communist country, 
which we all know is a people’s paradise. 
One of these days, it’s just possible that 
some of us who seem never to have a good 
word for the United States and prefer 
rather to sing the praises of those “peo­ 
ple’s paradises,” are going to wake up to 
some hard facts which show how com­ 
paratively well off we are. 
Meanwhile, the Red Chinese are going 
to have to change a few labels.

The Law came to life for 100 
junior high 
school 
and 
high 
school teachers, superintendents 
and principals attending a tea­ 
ching seminar. 
The Administration of Justice 
teaching seminar was a two 
week course held at the Indian­ 
apolis Law School of Indiana 
University. It was sponsored by 
the Indianapolis Bar Associa­ 
tion, which conducted all of the 
sessions. Professor William F. 
Harvey of the school prepared 
the course outline. 
Professor Harvey told me: 
“It is modeled after, but I think 
superior to one held at Chicago 
last year. 
Hopefully, 
it will 
enable teachers to teach their 
respective classes concepts of 
law and how these concepts are 
a part of American history, gov­ 
ernment, social studies and even 
mathematics.” 
Harvey feels the knowledge 
students have upon leaving high 
school about the American court 
system, the real meaning of the 
constitution and how it develops 
our system of law, is almost 
negligible. It is not designed and 
does not cover the teacher’s 
legal relationship with the school 
board or students. 
Professor Harvey said: “We 
have taken the Dread Scott de­ 
cision and shown that the claim 
made by a poor slave almost 
a century and a quarter age is 
directly related to the claim 
made by the Lithuanian seaman 
seeking asylum on an American 
Coast Guard Vessel. The claim 
that man made was exactly 
the same which Dread Scott 
made in the 1850’s and no stu­ 
dent understands the connection 
with American history. 
He feels each man has the 
right to have an impartial tri­ 
bunal determine the legitimacy 
of his claim to freedom. Dread 
Scott bad the tribunal and lost 
the decision. 
Harvey said: ‘‘The unbelieve- 
able denial of American rights 
to a Russian seaman by Ameri­ 
can officials was incredible and 
in direct violation of every claim 
made by Dread Scott. It is our 
frequent hope that if someday 
there is a school child, taught 
by these teachers, commanding 
a Coast Guard Cutter off the At­ 
lantic coast and such an incident 
occurs, he will understand the 
connection even if his superiors 
do1 not. 
Teaching about freedom of 
the press in the study covers 
the trial of Peter Zenger to the 
New York Times and Washing­ 
ton Post publication of the Pen­ 
tagon papers.
